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AHTflROPOLOGY, — /uithropology is a comp^^rative study of fnan, a link 
betveeti the biologic?! and the social scienc^:;^^. It is usually divided 
into two a-^in branches: phj^sical anthropology anld cultural anthropology- 
Through study, an understand. ing of nian's evolution bssed on his physical 
and cultural adaptations to rds environrrent is possible. 

Physical anthropolog;^;' is the study of man's relationship to the evolu- 
tionary process. Physical anthropology includes the study of genetic dif- 
ferences' among rnen and biological adaptaticns to various physical environ- - 
ments^i Through physical anthropolog:." a knowledge of the emergence of man 
over the^ last billion and a half years "promotes an understandii-^g of him^ 
his re'lationship to other living creatures, and the implications f or- the- 
fut\irer change. 

Cultural anthronolo.ry is the study of the- man-made environment. It 
includes- pnalj^is of the inventions, language^ beliefs, values and customs 
of mrn. Cultural anthrooologists are concerned v^-ith the patterns of be- 
havior- that* are passed on from generrition to generation by a group of 
people; "^rom these patterns of behavior evolve the culture of the group. 
Tlie cultural anthropologist examines h^^ man*s actions and inventions 
change Gultui-e' and . how culture determine-s- the- actions .:of ma^n. Animala- 
res-Dond to A. he eniaromit^nt t>rimarily through instinct, man's response to 
the *ecLvironrae-nt" is cuf tura'^ly detorndned . 

3]I0OivO'LiICS . — Economics is the social science which studies liuraan 
beha^/ior in relationshin to scarcity, The fact that at all times raan-'s 
material vrants far e/jzceed. the material resources available to fulfill these 
vjants forces him to make choices. Because economic decision making is 
universal, all societies have develoned an organized institutional frame- 
work for riiaking these choices'. The tyne of economic system a society 
yVX dev&lo"o denends in a lar/je measure on the value system held by. that 
society. Hegarrlless of the t^-r^e of syotem developed, it must answer the. 
follcrv.lng basic questions: What shall be nroduced? How shall the goods 
or services be woduced? "-.a"^ shal'' the benefits of the production be 
distributed*;^ 

Throughout history man has striven for greater economic efficiency- 
The nrlmary manifestation of this effort has been increasing specialization. 
Sr>ecialization has occurred in occuoations, technology and geography. 
VJith increasing snecialization the exchange of goods became mandatory and 
vras facilitated hy the use of money, «

The Toroduction of goods or services is the result of the combination 
of elements or factors of nroduction; i.e., land labor and canital. The 
task of the entrepreneur is to combjjie these factors. 

Our society has developed a m.i:<:ed market economy in which indivi- 
duals are relativelj^ free to own nrodurrlve resources and to utilize them 
in the orocess of nroduction as tliey s.^ fit. Profit is the incentive to 
produ"ie in this tyne of economy, The prime institution for the allocation 
of resources is the market which or)erates in accordance with the laws of 
suDply and derrtand. Because of the absence of pure competition and the 
need for efficiency, go\^rnment has taken an active' role in regulating and 
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Droducing t)ublic goods. 

GEOGRAPHY. — Geogr?ohers are concerned with ohenomena associated in 
soace. This study includes an ana''vsis of the interrelationships between 
earth features and human use and activdty for the purpose of understanding 
the character of the landscape.

One of the basic concepts for inquiry into geography is a spatial 
distribution which is study of the sarae kinds of objects as a set. In order 
to understand the total characteristics of a set of objects, the following 
must be considered: pattern, density and dispersion. Pattern is descrip- 
tive of the shape of similar phenomena over an area, vrhile density describes 
the total number of objects in an area. Disoersion refers to the spread 
of objects over an area. 

Another basic conceot of geography is areal association. Areal asso- 
ciation is the comtnrison of the characteris'^ics of a narticular special 
distribution. The ournose of this comtnarison is to exolain the type of 
snatial distribution and its oarticular characteristics. Comparisons are 
best made by using the original distributions as a barometer against which 
to measure and comnare later distribution and their particular character- 
istics. 

A third basic ^eograiohic concent is spatial interaction. Spatial inter- 
action refers to the coninunication betvreen nlaces and movement of people 
and goods. An understanding of the degree and type of spatial interaction 
vrhich occurs in an area helps to explaiii the characteristics of the area 
being studied. 

The last of the basic conceots is diffusion. Diffusion is the trans- 
mission or snread of an idea or an object from oLace *' o place. The rate 
of diffusion may vary deoending on the rate of spatial ir.teraction. 

HISTORY. — A study of }u.story involves more than the record of what 
has haopened in the oast. History is as dynamic as man is himself. The 
inquiry into man's total exnerience serves as the inte^ative and cohesive 
force within the social sciences. 

History forces us to bear witness to the fact that change has been 
the universal condition of society, while clearly demonstrating that change 
is not synonymous with orogress. Change is realized as a product of mul- 
tiple causation and conflict tiie oroduct of social upheaval. 

History orovides the arena wherein inquiries are made into the moti- 
vating forces or values which societies have developed, while permitting a 
detached view of the casual relationships between values and actions. 

The methodology of history is the txnie structiire of the discipline. 
It is within the process of inquiry into man^s past experience that the 
following key elements emerge: 

1. The historian deoends heavily on primary sources. 

2. Generalizations are based on careful evaluation and inter- 
^ oretation of nrimary sources. 
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3. In evaluating the sources, the historiaii considers the time 
laose involved and also strives to delineate bias, 

/j.. The historian is constantly reinterpreting his conclusions 
in the light of new Lnformation an^^ the interoretation of 
an historical event is \'lev/ed as an ongoing process • 

5. Ir. forming generalisations and conclur.ions, the historian 
is congnizant of the fact that his frame of reference plays 
a vital role in the interpretation an event. 

POLITICAL SCEMCE. Political Science has been described as the study 

of the \my that inen m?ke ruthoritotive allocations of values that bind a 
v:hole 3ociet;r. The focal point of nolitical science thus becurT>es a study 
of njen and the institutions they create to aieke these binding decisions. 
A study of political science must concern itself v;ith the manner in which 
comes more comnlex we move from the fa*nily to the school, the local 
community, the nation, and finally the vrorld. Politics emerge when indi- 
viduals recognize the need to develoo authoritstive v;ays of sharing or 
distributing valued things; — material and non-material, 

With the American po"^itical system we find not only the forihal 
structure o.^* governrr":~:rvL — Congress, President, Supreme Court — but also 
individual s outside of thr.' governrnent that vrork through sometimes less 
formal ''political system groups" and helo make binding decisions through 
noliticril parties, i^oecial interest grouos, and smoke filled rooms. An 
analysis of the r,olitical process leads inevitably to the question of who 
really makes tfie imoortsnt decisions in society. 

Past history has revealed many different tjnrjes of nolitical systems 
with varying degrees of oonular part icinat ion. V/ithin each political system 
is the focal point of po'rer — - '=the abiliiy of men to compel or influence 
the a'".!".ion3 of other men." Recognition of pcr.^/er as legitimate is called 
authority. 

Political systems ^ lik^a; society ^ind environment, are in a constant 
state of flux. The ability of a political system to change may well be a 
measure of its stability. Problems such as the requirements for political 
stability, the forces* of revolution and decaj^ and politica"^ development » 
and change, all require solution and choices. Political systems, interact- 
ing with each other, form the bs.sis. of conflict which is often evident in 
the propaganda of T>rar and international unrest. 

Since political systems involve making choices, a sysoem of nolitical 
ethics has develoi3ed< A knovrtedge of the sources of these ethics is nec- 
essa.ry for t)olitical undersoanding. 

At the core of a nolitical system is the individual. A study of inter- 
detDendence, politics and political ethics aim invariably at the role of the 
individual in h^s relationship with a nolitical system, 

PSYCHOLOG?^ AMu PHILOSOPHY. Psychology helps man to understand his 
own behavior and to understand the behavior of others. As a result of 
hereditary and environmental factors, behavior is in the state of constant 
Q change ► Each individual 'Contributes of his own talents and skills accord- 
•|(^"Lng to his own uniqueness. The'ie contributions enrich the lives of us all. 
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regardless of hovf small or ujiirroortant the contributions might seem. 

Acceptable behavior is the result of learning and maturation. Ma- 
turity is the willingness of an individual to accept what another person 
or society can do for him, yet not make excessive demands on either. An 
individual must learn the social skills necessary to function efficiently 
and effectively in society. These skills are learned. Ivlan can change his 
behavior through learning and can also change his environment. Learning 
and maturity enable the individual to meet problems successfully and re- 
late well to others '. J - 

The grouos in which individuals function contribute to the develop- 
ment of oersonality. ' Cliildhood exoeriences are an important determiner 
of adult personality. The study of other TDeople and species help us to 
stiidy our ovm oersonalities. Since mental illness and delinquency are 
social oroblems, a study of deviant personalities is important. 

Values are iranortant in our moral and sr)iritual lives. The values 
suggest patterns of motivation. Obedience, loyalty, truth, religion, and 
self-control are all values which cultivate character and personality. A 
resrect for the righto of others requires an understanding of races, nation- 
alities and religious groups. 

All human beings have needs — physical, psychic and spiritixali Many of 
these eocial needs are satisfied through group coor^eration. 

SOCIOLOGY. — Man is a creature who lives in groups. In order to 
understand him, the grouos that he forms must be studied. Knowledge of 
man is increased through search for answers as to why h© forms groups, how 
he goes about forming them, and what controls these gropps have over an 
individual. Sociology is concerned with groups and the answers to the 
above questions. 

Each society develoos its own culture. "Cultiire" consists of all of 
the knoir/ledge, beliefs, customs and skills that a society imparts to its 
members. Certainly oortions of a cxilture are borrowed or adapted from 
other cultures, but some oortion of it is xmique. Sociology is primarily 
interested in that part of culture .which defines the norms and standards 
for human behavior* Norms and standards can.- be termed "the rules of the 
game" ths.t one uses to regulate his conduct in life. All societies de- 
x-^elop social institutions which are complex sets of folkways, mores, and 
laws. 

In order to prexen/e itself, a society must pass its culture on to its 
young. The process of transmitting culture Is termed socialization. In 
this process each person develops a sense of social role and social responsi- 
bility. The culture of a society as well as all characteristically human 
behavior is learned from other human beings as one interacts with them. 

There are sub-groups in any society and the sociologist is very much 
concerned with them. One set of sub-groups in which people are placed is 
termed social class. Each member of society is ranked and placed according 
to his prestige and power. 
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No society is going to remain as it rjresently stands. All societies 
are in constant change. Soraetimes change comes qui^re olowiy, but a social 
revolution can occur almost overnight. The ever-continuing process of 
change often produces social disorganization which is naerely a way of 
stating that no society is completely harmonious.

Institutions represent an ideal pattern of 
social relationship. 

Institutions require machinery, both mater- 
ial and non-material, for their operation. 

CooToeration occxirs when two or more persons 
work together to achieve a goal which will 
be shared in common. 



Conflict occurs when two or more oppose each 
other with more emphasis being placed on hurt- 
ing or destroying the ooponent than on achieving 
the goal. 

Socialization is the process by which the in- 
di^/idual learns the social and cultural re- 
quirements of his society. Socialization is 
very imr^ortant in shaping the individual's 
personality. 

Laws are f ormali^^ed norms enforced by the 
pov/er of the state* 

Interaction establishes modes of conduct and 
creates social life. 

Sub-cultural groups often establish norms of 
behavior vfhich may be alien or antagonistic 
to the larger culture.

Social changes often bring about some dis- 
organization in the society when different 
aspects of the society change at different 
rates. (There are many other cause of social 
disorganization. ) 

The acceptance of a custom or belief merely 
because it is a oart of the culture, without 
kroi-rledge of the facts or princioles in which 
it can be justified, is a cultural bias. 

Becuase of ethnocentrism it is often diffi- 
cult for a nerson to see another culture in 
a va'iid oersoective and with objectivity. 

It is possible for the individual more clearly 
to see and aDnreciate cultures other than his 
o\\Ti if he aoDlies the principle of "culture 
relativity" (the realization that any one of 
several cultural oractices may satisfy the 
needs of a given society, ) 

A social problem exists when the following 
criteria are met: 
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1) There is a. difference between vrhat • 
should exist and what does exist as 
nerceived by the members of society. 

2) A sufficient number of t)eor)le are aware 
of and affected by the situation which 
exists . 

3) The situation is capable of change. 

4) The situation can only be changed by 
collective action by members of the 
society. Social problems can only be 
solved by changing basic social institutions.

ing parties or grouos agree to stop the con- 
flict. This coes not mean that they are 
going to ooopc:rate vjrith each other — simply 
that they are going to tolerate each other, 

Assiridlation is the blending of two previous- 
ly dictinct groups into one unified group. 

Stratification is the process by which people 
are r^^nked and placed in the social classes. 

Norms Values ^re feelings, for the most part un- 

conscious, which the individual has in re- 
gard to what is right, good or important. 
The individual's behavior is greatly influenc- 
ed by .'lis values. 

Folic.'/ ays are norms v;hich are not considered 
to be extremely important or norms which if 
violated are not severely punished. One who 
violates the folkviays is considered crude, 
a hick or uncultured — not immoral. 

Mores are norms which are considered to be 
extremely important. Violation of mores 
brends one as immoral but may lead to ser- 
ious punishment. 
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The age composition of lv^|ul^tion'greatly 
affects the culture. ' 

The rate of increase of a population is 
deternained by both the birth rate and the 
death rate. Many factors may influence both 
rates; i.e., wars, famine, medical techno- 
logy and age at marriage. 

Life expectancy can be affected by social 
class status, race, sex, place of residence, 
martial status, amount of income and occupa-^ 
tion. (Urbanization) 

A person's class status affects his "life 
chances" for success. (Life chances include 
education, health, incom.e, occupation and 
life expectancy. ) 

A nerson's class status affects his style of 
life: i.e., the way a nerson lives, the clothes 
he wears, the automobile he drives and the 
luxuries he obtains. 

Some chara-ct eristics of the American social 
structiire vxhich cause a relatively high rate 
of upward social mobility are immigration, 
mechanization and differential fertility.
